May Be Seized Without Notice. 

When circumstances permit, it is pro- 
vided that the president shall give rea- 
sotiable notice in writing to the lessees 
or owners of the vessels when they are 
wanted for the naval auxiliary or trans- 

port service but in the event of an emer- 
gency the vessels may be taken over 
without notice. It is prescribed that ali 
vessels chartered or leased by the board 
or the president for commercial purposes 
must be under American registry and 
subject to all the laws of the United 
States. 

Power is given the board to regulate the 
operation of all steamship lines and vee- 
seis @ngaged as common carriers in the 
transportation of passengers and prop- 
erty between ports of the United States 
and: between the United States and for- 
eign countries, <_ 

- Board May Prescribe Rates. ., 

It is provided, however, that the board 
may prescribe preferential rates if, in 
its judgment, such rates are neceesary 
in order to cafry out the purposes of the 
act. 

The board also is empowered to pre- 

scribe just and reasonable rail and water 
rates and joint rates. It may even pre- 
scribe such rates for specific sailings and 
when deemed necessary may fix preferen- 
tial joint rail and water rates. 
. Attthority is given the board to inves- 
tigate the organization, conduct and 
management of steamship lines, and to 
furnish the president with information 
that will enable him to seek necessary. 
regulatory legisiation from congress. 

The bill extends provirions of the exist- 
ing act to regulate commerce and amend- 
ments so as to include common carriers 

engaged in oversea shipping under 
American registry. 
_ Listed as Auxiliaries. 

A ship which vperates under the pro- 
posed act is to be listed by the secretary 
of the navy with the approval of the 
board as “a veseel of the United States 
auxiliary reserve,”’ and such officers and 
crews as may volunteer for the purpose 
may be enrolled as members of the re- 
serve. 

To induce enroliment in the reserve the 


- bill provides that each enlisted man shall 


receive an allowance of $3 a monthb, petty 
officers $5, warrant officers §8, and offi- 
cers $12. 

To put the act Into effect at once an inf- 
tial appropriation of $10,000,000 is appro- 
priated out of the treasury. In lieu of 
such an appropriation it is provided that 


the secretary of the treasury may issue 


or sell Panama canal bonds to secure the 
$10,000,000.

Our trench guns destroyed enemy 
posts to the north of Herbecourt and

Can anything be done aboutit? Yes. A 
few years ago Pittsburgh adopted a test 
for air pollution. It was the distance at 
which certain objects could be seen. Prob- 
ably it is about as good a standard as we 
have. Judged by this standard, when 
Pittaburgh changed its fuel the air be- 
came relatively clean. When they 
changed back again the air became dirty. 
The change related only to one source of 
air pollution—smoke. While smoke is the 
most important source of air pollution it is 
mot the only source. Even more could 
have been accomplished had a stop been 
put to pollution by roofs, streets, and dust 
producing industries,

Inaemuch as her 
name wil) be sought for in vain in the 
pages of the Almanach de Gotha, it may 
be worth while explaining just who the 
lady wae, all the more es the valuable 
collection of works on philology, num- 
bering some 15,000 volumes, formed by 
her husband, and bearing his.name, was 
acquired some twenty years or more ago 
by the Newberry library, at Chicago. 
The fact of the matter is that the per- 
g0n In question was a Miss Clemence 
Ricardo, who lived with Prince Lucien 
Bonaparte for a number of years—during. 
which time @he bore him an illegitimate 
son of the name of Clovie—until in 1891 
the death of his first wife, Marty Anne 
Cecchi, whom he had married in 1833 and 
deserted in 1851; enabled him to legalize, 
somewhat late in the day, his relations 
with the Ricardo woman.

Prince Lucien was a son of the first 
Emperor Napoleon's younger brother. 
Lucien, Prince of Canino, by his second 
wife, Alexandrine de Bleschamp, divorced 
wife of Jean Jouberthon, a Marseilles 
stock broker. A portion of his youth was 
spent at Bordentown, N. J:, under th- 
care of his father’s brother, ex-King Jo- 
seph Bonaparte of Spain. 

Prince Lucien treated hie first wife bad- 
ly. For although he received throughout 
the eighteen years of Napoleon III.'s 
reign a liberal allowance from the im- 
perial privy purse, besides his salary and 
allowamce of some $10,000 as a member 
of the Fren@h senate, he left her entirely 
destitute, and she might have starved had 
not Bmpress Dugenie interested herself in 
her behalf, provided her with an annuity 
out of her own resources, and secured for 
her an appointment as housekeeper and 
guardian of the villa in which the first 
Emperor Napoleon was born, in Corsica. 


' ~~ 

Of course, Prince Lucien’s official sal- 
ary as a senator and hie personal allow- 
ance from Napoleon III., came to an end 
in 1870 with the establishment of the re- 
public In France. Théreupon, having es- 
‘tablished his residence in London, he 
made use of his friendship with William 
HE. Gladstone, at.that time premier, to 
secure a grant out of the English civil 
list fund in recognition of his eminent 
sérvices to science. This annuity of 
$1,500 a year, supplemented by a private 
allowance of Queen Victoria, who enter- 
tatned a warm regard for him, was given 
on the understanding that he would be- 
queath his books, comprising volumes 
printed in every language and dialect 
represented in Europe, to the British mu- 
seum, of which he was a constant fre- 
quenter. 

But he died without having given any 
legal form to his announced intentions, 
and it was in consequence thereof that 
his lidrary was disposed of, along with 


benefit of his widow, the Mme. Clemence 
Bonaparte, who has juat died in London 
at an advanced age. She caused the books 
to be sold through Henry 8S. Nichols, the 
London bookseller, to’ the Newberry U- 
brary at Chicago for a sum amounting 
to over $100,000, that is to say, at one- 
third of the value at which the volumes 
were estimated by experts.

Prince Lucien greatly appreciated the 
friendship of the queen, and when he 
died insisted that the last letter written 
to him by her should be placed in the 
breast pocket of the evening dress coat 
in which he was interred, possibly in the 
belief that this token of friendship from 
so stern a moralist as the late Queen Vic- 
toria might iInfivence 8t. Peter at the 
gates of heaven to show a similar in- 
dulgence with regard to his matrimonial 
indiscretions.

Administrator only hae charge of the per- 
sonal property of the deceased and not the 
real estate. The real estate descends to heirs, 
im accordance with the terms of the will, if a 
will has been excuted,. and if there is no wi!! 
then title veets immediately tn the heirs, but 
they cannot give good title until the estate has 
been duly probated, for the reason that if the 
personal property is not sufficient te pay off 
the debts of th® deceased the court can order 
a sufficient amount of the real estate sold to 
pay the deficit. If the estate ts duly probated 
the heirs can sell and give an absolute title 
at the end of a.year from the granting of let- 
ters of administration.

AN INVESTMENT IN HUMANITY. 

Monticello, Ark., Dec. 2.—[{ Editor of The 
Tribune. }—I am living and working in 
southern Arkansas, where the people of 
my rece constitute practically one-half 
of the total population. Negroes are 
by nature and choice an agricul- 
tural people; théy are ‘happiest close 
to mature, ip comnrunity life, away from 
the cities Land here is fertile and in 
abundance, much of it as yet uncleared, 
comparatively cheap, and'rent is low. 
And yet, with few exceptions, my people 
live in poverty and ignorance, a race of 
debtors. All that the harvest yields them 
in cotton and ¢ornm each year in return 


~~ 

Prince Lucienis two marriages were 
never recognized by the house of Bona- 
parte, either in Italy or in France, andas 
he failed to fulfil the French legal re- 
quirements in connection with the two 
unions, they were undoubtedly invalid tn 
the eyes of French law. 

His second marriage, such as it was, 
took place in London, but did not have 
the effect of legitimizing in English law 
the son born to him out of wedlock by 
Clemence Ricardo. The son bore the 
name of Clows, and, born in 1852, was 
consequently 40 years old at the time 
when his parents married. He has there. 
fore no right whatsoever to hie father’s 
title of prince. He claime the name of 
Bonaparte by an alleged deed of hie fa- 
ther, bearing date of 1801, in which he 
bestowed upon him his namé 6f Bona- 
parte. Until then he was known as Clovis 
Joseph Ricardo, or Richards—that is to 
say, by the maiden name of his mother. 

Tn 1888 he married, under the name of 
Clovis Joseph Ricardo, a woman of the 
hame of Rosalie Barlow. About the time 
of his father’s death he contracted anv 
other marriage, this time with a woman 
of the name of Laura Scott, apparently in 
the belief that the change of his name 
from Ricardo to Bonaparte gave him 
different individuality. i 

On learning of his second marriage his 
first wife, Rosalie, instituted proceedings 
for divorce against him on the ground of 
bigamy, likewise seeking to secure his in« 
dictment for that felony. The case came 
into court and attracted a considerable 
amount of attention in consequence of 
the name of Bonaparte being {nvolved. 
But her petition waa dismissed, her 
charge of bigamy thrown out of court, 
and her marriage to Clovis Joseph Ricar- 
do, allas Bonaparte, declared null and 
void, om the fact being brought to light 
that when she married him in 1888 she 
wae still the wife of a man named Nor- 
folk Bernard Megone. 

The names of several physicians and 
lawyers were incriminated tn the affair 
in @ particularly disoreditable fashion, 
resulting in several other lawsuits. So 
that the unsavory domestic affairs of | 
Prince Lucien Bonaparte and of his son 
Clovis were kept for several years before 


for a crude tilling of the soil must go to

tural high echool would teach the Negro 
farmer to raise two bales of cotton where 
now he raises one bale or half a bale. 
It would teach him farm economics; to 
raise himself the foodstuffs that now he 
buys om long, interest bearing credit. It 
would teach him to be @ sticceseful and 
independent farmer, a self-respecting and 
self-reliant man, a productive and a use- 
ful citizen. a ree 

IT am ready to do this work, as are my 
associates im thie plan, but we have been 
unable to secure the means to begin it— 
once established the echool should be self- 
supporting. My plan has met with the 
approval of the white people in Monti- 
cello, In Drew county, Arkansas, where 


among them have sufficient means to 
lend materiel aid or they are busying 
themaelves with other projects for the 
improvement of this,’a comparatively 
young and rapidly developing state. The 
colored people themselves are enthus 
lastio im their support of our undertak- 
ing but of necessity their money contri- 
butions are almost negligible. 

Here is an invitation for investment in 
human wellbeing, Im progress and im- 
provement of conditions among a people 
once slaves not yet wholly free. Surely

Some Fear Labor Cases. 

“It is eaid there are judges sitting in 
Cook county today who are afraid to try 
labor cases,” he said. “ Such a situation 
cannot exist in our federal courts or in 
England, and should not exist in our state 
courts. The public interests would be 
best served if the judge could be assured 
of a long term, so that hecan enjoy entire 
independence in rendering his decisions. 
“ A judge should mo more fear popular 
clamor than he should the influence of 
politics or wealth. The movement for 
the recall of judges and judicial decisions 
js, I feel, most unwise. 

“Perhaps the greatest abuse fn our 
judicial system, though, is the employ- 
ment of expert witnesses. The rich liti- 
gant can obtain expensive experts to tes- 
tify practically anything he wishes, and 
his poorer opponent is thus placed at a 
great disadvantage. The remedy for this 
is to put the selection of the experts en- 
tirely in the hands of the judge. 


Let Judge Fix Sentence. 
“ Our jury system should be so changed 


unanimous verdict except in criminal 
trials involving feloriies, and the delib- 
erations of the jury should be confined 
entirely to questions of fact. Let the 
judge fix the sentence. 

“In the matter of imposing a sentence 
it has been my experience that a jury, 
early in its period of service, will impose 
the maximum penalty, while later on it 
appears to become tired and will acquit 
or impose light sentences in almost iden- 
tically the same cases. 

“In the matter of criminals of alleged 
abnormal mentality, the custom seems to 
be to impose a.sentence so light as to be 
entirely out of proportion to the gravity 
of the offense. Then within a short tinie 
the prisoner is turned loose on the com- 
munity by habeas corpus proceedings. 
Here is a grave defect which calls fora 
remedy.”

SHORTAGE OF GERMAN DYES 
BLOW TO TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 


Many Mills Shut Down and Thou- 
sands of Employes Idle—White 


Clothes -Urged. 

New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.}—More 
than 1,000 textile mills in this country, 
with more than 100,000 American work- 
men, are either out of commission or else 
on part time in consequence of the stop- 
page of the shipments from Germany. 
This was the estimate of Henry A. Metz, 
dye and drug importer and former city 


The dye famine is affecting postage 
stamps and banknotes, as well as woolen, 
cotton, and silk fabrics, leathers, soaps 
and perfumery, and even candy. The 
hosiery manufacturers are the only ones 
that have managed to make an extensive 
use of American logwood dyes as substi- 
tutes for the German laboratory colors. 
Consequently proportionately fewer ho- 
siery mills are closed than in any other 
line of textiles, 

Manufacturers have been trying to per- 
suade consumers to wear white goods, 
which accounte for the unprecedented 
vogue of white stockings, shoes with 
white leather trimmings, white shirte and 
dresses. A concerted effort'is under way 
to swing fashion toward whites and 
grays. 

The government has had to modify the 
mixture of colors for pogtage stamps; 
with the result that the shadeg on ‘the 
stamps are said to be less intense. Bank 
note printing has been affected, but to a 


lesser extent.

Mr. Thompson eulogized the work of 
the commission, saying it has accumu- 
lated evidence against city employés 
which “ will stagger the citizenship of 
Chicago when it becomes public.” 


Statement by Mayor. 

Mayor Thompson's statement follows: 

“The reported action taken by the 
finance committee of the city council last 
Friday pertaining to the civil service 
commission of the city of Chicago will in 
no way, so far as I am concerned, retard 
the efforts of the commission in its fight 
against crooks in the employ of the city 
of Chicago. 

“Tt is interesting to note thet the 
finance committee passed a resolution re- 
questing the mayor to suspend two mem- 
bers of the commission. The mayor has 
no such power under the law. . : 

“In my pre-<léetio#n pledge I stated 
that I would do everything in my power, 
if elected mayor of Chicag,, to give this 
city an honest, economical, and efficient 
business adniinistration. Among the first’ 
instructions that I gave were those tothe 
president of the civil service commission-— 
constantly to search for such employés 
as might be defrauding the city and tay 
accumulate evidence against them and to 
cause their dismissal. 2 

“Asteunded” by Citizens. 

The civil service commission has fur- 
nished me with informaiton and is ac- 
‘cumulating evidence and preparing 
charges againet city employés that will 
stagger the citizenship of this city when 
it becomes public. There is one feature 
that has astounded me and that is the 
large number of respected citizens who 
appear from time to time for the purpose 
of stopping the action of the commission 
against numerous employés against 
whom evidence is being collected. This, 
however, will in no way be allowed to fe- 
tard the work of the commission. 

“The commission will be encouraged 
and supported by the mayor, because I 
am confident that the members of the 
commission are doing the greatest work 
of its kind for the citizens of this city 
‘that has ever been attempted, and I am 
sure Chicago's good citizens will hold the 
same view as I do when they know the 
truth.

“In order that the people may have
